Teaterday morning Mr. Kraus came 


to the postofflce at his usual hour, but 
was apparently unwell. 
At 7:15 he 


left the office. 
A little later he was 


seen standing at the rear of the build- 
ing with his head on his arm. 
He 


went to his room in the new Invest- 
ment building. 
About 9:30 Frank 


Boacowltz called to see him on impor- 
tant business. He was directed by the 
postofnce clerks to Mr. Kraus' room. 
He rapped but received no reply. About 
fi minutes before S o'clock he called 
again, but failed to gain admittance 
to the room. 


Mr. Boskowltz, knowing that 
his 


friend was not in the best: of health, 
became alarmed and summoned the 
janitor of the building and Dr. Lewis. 
They looked through the transom and 
aa» Mr. Kraus lying upon his bed, 
apparently asleep. 
The hinges were 


removed and Mr. Kraus was found to 
be dead. All warmth had left the body. 
He was lying on his back in an easy 
attitude, but hands clasped over his 
heart. 


News of hie death spread through 


the streets. Few believed the sad news 
at first. 
Only the night before he 


had appeared In excellent health and 
had acted as host at a banquet in Ma- 
sonic Temple, where he 
entertained 


the postal clerks and the railway mall 
clerks at a sumptuous repast. 


It was doubly sad and yet especially 


comforting to his friends that the cir- 
cumstances preceding his demise were 
of such a pleasant nature. The night 
previous he gathered about him his 
employes and the railway mail clerks 
and treated them royally. The boys 
loved and revered tbe man whom they 
all familiarly knew a* "Nasby" and 
they could not be prevented from tell- 
ing from the depths of their hearts how 
they admired and loved him.

Rosenthal's response was especially 
touching ID this regard.

be repeated at the grave of the de- 
ceased, It would be the best eulogy 
that could be pronounced over him. 


Henry Philip Kraus had neither kith 


nor kin. Ties of relationship had all 
been severed by death and replaced by 
bonds of deepest friendship.

Han Francisco. When a youth he was 
connected with the flre department 
there and was a comrade of Richard 
Ryland.

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THE COMMITTEE MEETINGS. 


T 


HE Silver party and Democratic State Central 
Committees will meet in Reno at 10 o'clock a. 


m. on Saturday the 8th instant. It is upon their 
action that much will depend in the result of the 
contest against the common enemy next fall. 
The 


last State conventions of the two organizations de- 
clared unanimously for fusion, and the two State 
committees acted together in complete harmony 
during the last campaign, the result being the most 
sweeping victory that is recorded in the annuls of 
politics in the State of Nevada. 
The fusion being 


authorized, or rather directed, by the two conven- 
tions, it still exists, and will continue to exist, until 
the next meeting of the conventions, which alone 
possess the power to dissolve it. The twoState Cen- 
tral committees were chosen with this understand- 
ing, and no member of either, who is faithful to his 
trust, will attempt to usurp the power of the body 
that created the committee and made him a member 
thereof. 
This is the view that all honorable and 


intelligent men wih take of the matter and all sin- 
cere and honorable members of each committee w ill 
act iu accordance therewith. 


That the two conventions should be held at the 


same time and place goes without saying. Xo one 
not acting in the interest of the Republican party 
will gainsay it, or attempt to place any obstacle in 
the way of the pursuance of such a course by the 
two committees. It is reported that there will be a 
vigorous and even acrimonious contest over the lo- 
cation of the conventions, but we do not believe 
that'll will be carried to an extent that will disturb 
the harmony that has existed, and which should 
continue to exist between the two committees. 
So 


far as The Journal is concerned, it hopes that the 
only question that will be considered will be the in- 
terest of the parties, and the common cause, and 
that the location will be selected with the view of 
securing the largest possible personsl attendance,ol 
delegates, with the least possible number of proxies 
thereby securing the best representation of the 
rank and file of the two organizations, apart from 
the supposed interest of any particular candidate or 
candidates, and without reference to the alleged 
claim of any town or city in the State. 
For our 


part we cannot discern how the selection of any 
particular locality can effect the chances of any 
candidate who is wilting to submit his claims to the 
untrammeled vote of the representatives of the two 
orgaiii/ations in convention or conventions assem- 
bled, and we do not recognize the claim of any lo- 
cality as paramount to the question of the fullest 
and best representation of the membership of the 
allied parties iu the State. In fact we feel as in 
different as to the location, so far as local pride and 
the trifling pecuniary benefit to such place are con 
cerned, as to the color of the hair of the delegates 
who attend the conventions. 
We certainly would 


not urge Reno, for any such petty consideration or 
reason, nor do \\e believe there is a sincere Demo- 
crat or Silver partv man in the town or county who 
would be actuated in his course by such trifling and 
contemptably selfish motive. 


\Ve believe that tnc representation in each of 


the two conventions bliould be based upon the elec- 
toral vote i\>r Bryan and Stevenson two years ago, 
and that the ratio be adopted, giving to each body 
the same number of delegates and votes. This cer- 
tainly noukl be fair to botn organisations and pre- 
•\ent any cause or pretext for complaint in either. 
We predict no clash in either committee or between 
the two, and there will be none, if the membership 
of the allied organisations is fairly and honestly 
represented by those who have been entrusted with 
the merely perfunctory duty of cnlling the conven- 
tions, fixing the time and place, and deciding upon 
the basis of membership. That is all the committees 
have to do. The conventions and the people will 
do the rest.

WASHINGTON dispatch in the San Francisco 


Chronicle gives great encouragement for the 


passage of the Newlands Irrigation bill in the house. 
The Chronicle correspondent comments upon the 
unanimity of the senate upon the measure and es- 
pecially upon its earnest advocacy by Senators 
Hoar and Oallinger of the extreme east and Tillnian 
and Baron on behalf of the .south. The dispatch 
further says: 


la the bill favorably reported by the house com- 


mittee an ammendment was adopted providing that 
50 per cent of the money derived from the sale of 
public lands should be devoted^ to projects within 
the State or territory in which such land was sold, 
with the proviso, however, that the Secretary of 
the Interior in his discretion niav use the entire 
fund for the time being in constructing irrigation 
works, even though such works are not in the5tates 
or territories supplying funds from land sales. The 
intention of the amendment is to provide for the 
ultimate expenditure of 50 per cent of the money 
io the StaU .rom which the money is derived. Rep- 
rcMOtatlvd ItewUnds voted against this amendment 
in committee, but said he was not worried by its 
adoption, even if it should be incorporated into the 
act. 
It may be changed at auy time by act of con- 


gress. He said it would not be permitted to inter- 
feife with the progress ofifche entire bill. 


Representative Newlands, speaking of the chan- 


ces of the bill in the bouse, said: "Now that the 
bill has gone through the senate, and with such 
gratifying unanimity, we shall go ahead with re- 
newed encouragement in the house. • I intend to 
make a canvass of the house as soon as possible and 
believe the bill will go through with a sound major- 
ity. I made a canvass of the senate and was sure 
that the bill would go through, with few dissenting 
votes. I will make this bill ray sole solicitation un- 
til it is dirposed of, 
Of course, we will have a 


faarder fight in the house than did Hansbrough in j 
the senate, but we will succeed, I am confident. . 
The progress that has been made in the education 
i 


of eastern people on the irrigation of the west has | 
been remarkable, and we hope to reap the benefits i 
of it by the passage of this bill. If in committee 
we find the bill as passed by the senate acceptable, 
we >>liall recommend that the senate bill be substit- 
utee for the house bill. That, I hope, will be the 
course pursued. 
However, even with the amend- 


ment regarding 50 per cent of the revenues going 
to the States furnishing them, the bill will be ac- 
ceptable to us." 


v WASHOE county has a candidate for the fusion 
nomination for every office on the State ticket. The 
feeling is said to be becoming prevalent that one or 
two of the Washoeites may fail of nomination, even 
if the conventions are held in Reno.—Silver State. 


If there is more than one candidate from Wash- 


oe county, it lias not come to our knowledge, and 
we thought we were pretty well informed in re- 
gard to the candidates whose, names are likely to 
come before the Silver party or Democratic conven- 
tions. 
But it appears that we .must go away from 


home to learn the news. Our Winnemucca contem- 
porary is evidently mistaken in its broad assertion 
—at least we hope it is mistaken.

ommittee yesterday and which were 
dopted without debate. These amend- 
ents are that the Secretary of the 
iterior shall withdraw from public en- 
!•>• the lands required for Irrigation 
,-orks; that failure to make two pay-

-•ct to cancellation, with the forfeiture 
f all rights and money paid thereon, 
ut that the entryman shall, in addition 
o complying with the homestead laws, 
rLliilm at least one-half of the total 
reu of his entry for agricultural pur- 
uses before receiving a cent.
